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axcelloncies, Ladies and Gentlemen, Comrades, Sisters and Brothers, 

A few months ago my dear sister Madame Utami suryadarma and ny 
dear brother Avudji Kartarrinata came to me and asked mo for ny 
blessing for the holding of an international conferenze for the. 
liquidation of forsign military bases. And whether I would be willing 
to come on the opening day of the conference to give my blessing. 

Of. course immediately I told Mer would be dslighted to come and 
give my blessing. This morning again my dear sister Utani Suryadearma 
and my dcar brother Arudji Kartawinata cane to fotch ma from my wougse ` 
to bring me here, And they asked me to make a speech in a foroign 
language. I mean a speech not in the Indonesian language, because 
the great majority of the delegates do not understand Indonesian. 
Thoy said there are delegates from Asia, from Africa, from Jurope, 
from Latin America. Sone of them can understand and do speak French, 
some of thom do speak Gorman, some of them do spoak Spanish. A great 
majority of them do speak and understand tnslish. Bung Karno, they 
Said, would you please be so xind as to speak in onc of the foreign 
languazes, | : 

well, I was faced with a vory great difficulty. Because I have 
not prepared any written specch for this conference, I thought that 
I oould speak in tho language of my people, Indonesian. And that a 
complete stat of interpreters are ready here to translate simultaneousl} 
my speech either in Jsngliish, in Spanish, in French, or in German. 

Why do you applaud? 0,%., O.K., thank you. Some of you speak 
German. Aber ich kann nicht gut Deutsch sprechen, And some of you 
speak I'rench,mais je ne sais pas parler franqegig' bicn, English, weil, 
I do speak a litle “nzlish, that, yes, still it is vory difficult 
for me to express myself in that foreign language. But because I 
know that the greatest majority of you do understand English, alright, 
I shall try to make mysolf understood in English, Only please tale 
it for granted if my Inglish is not comme il faut. Very bad inglish. 
But always in such a Situation I console myself. with the thought that 
better than the language of the spoken word is the language of the 
spirit. And I am speaking with my spirit. I am speaking to you, to 
you of whom I know that in you, in your breast, in your, mind is the 
game Spirit as Bung Karno's spirit. The spirit ‘of anti- imperialism, 
the svirit of anti-colonialisn, the spirit of antisneo-colonialisn, 
tho spirit of liberty, tne spirit of peasg,the spirit of the world 
brotherhood of man. In that spirit, my dear Brothers, sisters, I am 
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KLRMA, International Jonverence for tho Liquidation of Foreign 
Military Bases, Of course, we are all for ‘it, the liquidation of 
forcign vilitary Dases, hy are wo all for it? Bacause we are anti- 
imperialist, bocause we are anti-colonialist, because we are anti- 
neo-coloninlist, because we aro anti~oppression, becauso we are for 
worldpeaco, because we arc anti~exploitation de l'homme par l'homme, 
because wo aro anti-oxploitation de nation par nation. 

That is why I am sure that you all here are united in one spirit, 
nd that because of that, you will not have a difficult conference, 
but a very casy conference. I mcan casy to get alcng together, easy 
to come to a common solution, to a common deterwinatinn. That is why 
I give, ny sar Brothers and Sisters, all my blossings to you and 
all my bost wishes fo you and that I pray that thia conference be 
crowned with great success, | 

Wo are all against imperialism, Yes. Imperialism is the greatest 
curse of this world, this world of today. This world of today is ae 

ivided into two great camps., You know what I moan. The great camp 
of tho New émerging Forces and the other camp, tho camp of the Old 
Established Forces, | 

Whon I laid the first foundation stone’ of the political vonuos, 

_ the building of the Conference of the New Emerging Forces, in that 
cerunony I said, that several years ago Bortrand Russel, the grcas 
englisn philosopher, Bertrand Russel, the great fighter for peace 
among mankind, that Bortrand Russàl made an analysis of this wor.id 

of today. ånd he Said that tris world of today is divided into two 
camps, taat mankind now is divided in two camps, Ono camp, theo nations 
or the neoplse otanding bohind vho Declaration o Independence written 
by Thomas Jefferson in 1776. That is the cep "7 the so called Americ 
bloc, wie carp of the peoples and nations standing behind america. 


The camp of the peoples and mations standing behind the Declaration 
of Indopendence of Thomas Jefforgon. And then Bertrand Russel said, 
there is another camp,the other part of mankind, and the other part 
of mankind is tne camp of the peoples or nations standing behind the 
Communist Manifest, the Cormunist-Manifest written by Marx, Xarl Marx 
and vricdrich Engels in 1640, Two big camps standins in front of each 
other, and trying to devour cach othar. That was Bertrand Russel's 
analysis, | .

Number two, the 
camp of the Qomminist Manifest. Number threc, tha camp of the Asian 
African and hatin American, nations, who congregato in the nonecommitte 
a non-aligssä Camp. I said, I had to correct 4, and I came to the 
conclusion tha’ the world now, and that is. still now my Opinion, still 
now my convisotion, is divided into two camps, Two camps only, the 
Camp of the Qla established Forces and the great, the pig camp of th 
New merging. Parces, two camps. And we all, we all, I and you, and 
you, and = and you, we all, WO are sitting, we ave bolonging to 
the camp of the New dnerging Yorces.. The world ig now divided in those 
two camps. And there is a struggle going on, my dear brothers and 
Sisters, A struggle going on, a struggle between the Old #stablished 
Forces and the New “merging Forces. We of the Now Zuorging Forces, 
wo are collecting, collecting, collecting, congregating, congregating, 
— ooner¢egating all our forces, all our farces., In asia, all our forcea. 
In Africa, all our forces. In uropa, all our forces. In Latin 
Amerioa evon also, all our forces, In North America too, one day, 
Smash this camp of tho Old tstablished Forces. ånd we are sure we 
Shall win, bocause the greatest majority of mankind belong to this 
camp of the New zxsmorfing Forces, You wait and BCC, this twentieth 
century is the century of victory of the New Inerging Forces, 
Bafore I wado analzsis after analysis of the twentieth century, 

Į said, the twentieth century is the century of the emerging of 
national states in Asia and Africa. That is true. It is in the 
twentieth contury that national independent states emerge in Asia 

and Africa. And then I Said also, the twentieth century is the century 
of the establishment of socialist countries, Yes, that is alse true. 
It is in the twentieth century thar the. Soviet Union was born, that 
Poople's China was born, that Viotnam was born, that Chechoslovakia 
was born, J mean the present Onechoslovakia, that Poland was born, 

hat sungary was born, taat other socialist countries were born. So 
it is also right, when I say that the twentieth century is the century 
of the birth of socialist countries, socialist nations. I said also 
the twentieth contury is the century of the atomic revolution. Yes, 
it is true, It is in tie twentieth century that the atomic science 
has come into being. And IL even said, it is not ERIX the century of 
the atomic revolution, but also the century of Moka space revolution. 
Yes, it is also true. and then I said, I think the first time it was 
in Phnom Ponh, my dear delegato from Cambodja, when tho Royal 
University of thnom Penh conferred on me the honorary degree of 
Doctor Honoris Causa in Political Science, In my speech I said, ny

So my dear brothers and sisters, of courso I am very glad, and 
I thank God that today this Kiapma Conference is going to be opened 
and I give you all my best wishes for success, I give you all my 
blessing, ee” A 

Who of you does not know the evil of imperialism? Who of you 
does not know the evil of capitalism? Who of you, t/your peoplo, your 
nations do not suffer, aro not suffering from the evil of imperialisn. 
especially we peoples of Asia and Africa, we know that, we know that 
imperialism camo to our countrios decades azo, centuries ago, For 
example the Indonesian nation, we know and have known inperialism for 
more than three conturies and a half. In 1596, Dutch imperialism cane 
for the first time to Indonesia, And after that year 1596, our hiatory ee 
our Indonesian history is one of suffering, one of poverty, one of 
Oppression, one of indignity., We have become, according to the words 
of a Dutch professor, we have become by this imperialism a nation 
of coolies and a cooliec amongst nationa, 3 

We, Indonesians, we have become a nation of coolies and a coolie ` 
amongst nations. We, Indonesia, who before had a vory great name in 
history. Yo, Indonesia, who before knew states or kingdoms as groat 
aS Madjapahit and Sriwidjaja. We, Indonesia, who before had a kingdom 
related to tke kingdom of Kmer, Cambodia. My dear friend from Cambodia, 
you had your Djajawarman and your Surjawarman. We had our Purnawarman 
and our Aaditiawarman. Our Asian history was a history of glory. The 
Indonesian state before Was as large as the Indonesian archipelago, 
now, From the North point & Sumatra to the most Jastern point of 
our archinvolagd. 7 ve | d 

But then in 1596 the Dutch imperialist? came, they made of our 


country a people, an object of exploitation already in the bexzinning 
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of the twentieth century. We have become a nation of coolies and a

Look here, my dear friends, in ons of my speeches, if I am not 
mistaken, it was a Speech to the Upper Congress of Indonesia, I 
portrayed the socalled lifoline of imperialism. I pictured to the 
Upper Congress of Indonesia tho lifeline of imperialism. Coming, through 
Gibraltar, through the Mediterranoan, thrnush Suez, through the Red 
Sea, through Aden, the strait of Bab ae Mandeb, through the great 
Indian Ocean Wich we now call Indonesia Ocean,- through the strait of 
Malaca, sauth of Singapore, ‘from Singapore northwards, up to Japan. 


This is ihe great lifeline of imperialism, And along this lifeline 


of imperialism, imperialism mate the peoples oppressad, poor, dependent, 
losing their liberty and independence, sucking their blood, maxe kingdom 
people, lilke our pewple, just coolies. That was why I said. in my speech 
to the Upper Congress of Indonesia, woll Indonesian people, let us 
gather our strength with all the peoples of the world. Let us gather 

our strongth, all the peoples of the New duerging Forces to make of 
this lifeline of imperialism, the deadlita . of imperialism, | 

What is Gibraltar? Foreign military basis, What is Malta? Toreign 

military basis. What is before Iskandariah in Port Said? Foreign | 
military basis. What is Adon? People in Aden now are fighting. What 
is Aden? Foreign military basis, What is Singapore? Foreign military 
basis. “hat is Okinawa? Yorcien military basis, “hat is Hongkong? 


Foreign military basis, What is Ozasawara? Foreign military basis. 


Along this lifeline of imperialism, my dear friends and sisters and 

brothers, foreign military bases are scattered. Scattered for what?
